A newsman's duties are 
very similar to those.of a 
psychiatrist; Analytical.

age of nine. Williams 
tecently jetted to his native 
Columbus from New 
Orleans for a brief visit 
before flagging down the 
next jet enroute to Dallas. 

Besides visiting his 
mother, Mrs. Nellie 
Wooten, 1251 Mt. Vernon 
Ave., the native son was 
here on business. 
Professional hustlers stay 
on the road y'know and 
Williams is no exception. 

The 43 year old man was 
here drumming up a local 


distributor for The Soul 
and Jazz Record 
Magazine, a Hollywood 


based periodical of which 
he is the business 
manager and advertising 
director. 

Williams, a true hustler, 
indeed, also conned this 
reporter out of some 
valuable press ink as part 
of a well-mapped PR gim- 

~ mick to spread the word 
about the three year old 
slick-papered mag which 
has earned’the reputation 
as the entertainer's 
“Bible” by people who live 
in the spotlight:

Would you believe it if 
he.told-you he's been. the 
personal manager of 
karate expert/actor .tim 
Kelly and actress. Carol 
Speed for tive years 
apiece. No, you say? 

How about it if he men- 
tioned giving Earth, Wind 
and Fire their first pro job, 
handling the publicity for 
theatre productions like 
“River Niger’, “Cope”; 
movies like “Five on the 
Black Hand Side,” “Man- 
dingo" and “The Spook 
Who Sat By The Door?” 

Well, despite the cynical 
view, the former ad rep for 
black west coast 
newspapers has done all 
this and more in his 20- 
year plus career of fighting 
“tooth and nail.”

After giving many of his ardent Black 
Supporters the jitters, president-elect 
Jimmy Carter eased their blood pressure 
by placing one Negro in his cabinet, Atty. 
Patricia’ Harris; and, one in a sub-cabinet 
post, Cong. Andrew Young 

Neither of these two appointments caus- 
ed any great shouting. The appointment of 
Cong. Andrew Young to be the US. 
ambassadot to the United Nations, raised 
the most eyebrows and, caused the 
greatest controversy 

This is due to the fact that up-until the 
date of his appointment, Cong. Young had 
steadfastly proclaimed that he preferred to 
remain in Congress where he thought he 
could be of greater service to Negroes. 

Andrew Young is offe of our most 
respected Black leaders. The feeling 
among Blacks is that if he was going to 
leave his Congressional seat, his status in 
the Carter hierarchy demanded nothing 
less than a top cabinet position. 

The facts are, that the U.S. Ambassador 
to the United Nations~is*more glamour 
than power. in fact, the Secretary of State 
decides ali the positions he takes and, the 
votes he casts. 

The African governments are-high in the 
problems coming before the United 
Nations, is of lesser: consideration 
of the heads of these 
African nations look down upon American 
‘Negroes and go not preter’ to deal with 


th dealing with Africa’ hations, Ideology 
is quite different from practicalities , 
Andrew Young is too fine a person to be

used as a football to be kicked from one 
end of the international field to the other, 
He is highly idealistic and spiritual. We are 
afraid that in the knock down drag out in- 
fighting that characterizes the action at 
the United Nations, may be too much for 
the sensitivities of Rev. Young. If he was 
dealing with lesser mundane people, we 
could be more enthusiastic about him ac- 
cepting the United Nations post. 

Atty. Patricia Harris, educated and 
knowledgeable as she is, does not-come 
from the political mold that endears her 
to the hard boiled politicians and social 
reformers that she must-deal with at HUD. 
Then too, she took no part in the ‘76 
campaign in a meaningful way and, has 
only second class status in Washington's 
Black politics. 

So far, there is not much that the early 
and ardent Black supporters of president- 
elect Carter can enthuse over. Mr. Carter 
tried to comfort the committee of Black 
Congressmen who visited him in Plains, 
Ga., before his appointments. were made. 
He even went so far as to impress upon 
them that he looked upon his relationship 
with them as a brother. 

For a candidaté who owes so much to 
Negroes for his nomination and election, 
so far, Mr. Garter had done little to change 
the old pattern that Blacks are considered 
last. : 

Now that the big cabinet jobs are all 
filled, Blacks must now whet their 
appetities for what Mr. Carter will serve at 
the second table and, hope that this time 
they will not be the last served.

The brightest facet of the 1977 picture 
for Blacks, is in the field of sports and 
amusement-entertainment. Here Black 
talent is in big demand and, is bringing 
high prices in the marketplace. Negro 
millionaires are commonplace in these 


. professions. 


However, the old cliche that “a fool 
and, his soon part,” is trué in, in 
entirely too many instances. The most 
recent-example is that of Issac Hayes. He 
must now part with all of his fur coats 
and high powered and priced 
automobiles (at one time 7) because he 
and his wife have entered bankruptcy 
court. 

Despite all the money Blacks are 
making in these fields, unfortunately en- 
tirely too much of it goes for high living, 
dope and gambling. Little ofthese hig 
Incomes are invested’ in anything ‘that 
adds to the economic growth and 
development of Black, people. Yet, this 
should be the source of the kind of risk 
capital_that- Negro business needs so 
badly to get started. 

The only political progress we made in 
1976, was electing a few of our people to 
minor offices. The total number of Blacks 
elected increased, but the increase was 
in number and not quality. We are gtill so 
Democratic, thai the 


dispropo ” 
party officials don't have to bid for our 
vote. As a consequence, Negroes are 
rarely a part of the ruling officials in the 
party. After we give them our vote, they 
give us the door. : 
We continue to be disproportionate in 
crime and relief-welfare; also on the 
unemployment rolls. Black leadership is 
almast unconcerned about these 
problems. The best the Congressional 
Black Caucus has come up with, is more 


government aid, which of course, is not} 


any permanent answer to our problems. 


We are carrying many of our old.«- 


problems into 1977 with little hope, short

progress will be made in solving them. 
The new year finds us with impressive 
numbers, but little unity. And, without 
unity, numbers have no power, We are 
still begging where we ought to be

"When the 112th Ohio General Assembly convenes 
Jan. 3, Sen. M. Morris Jackson of Cleveland, and Rep. 
William Mallory, Cincinnati, will be functioning in the 
same leadership roles hag Bes with distinction 
during the outgoing 111th eral Assembly. 

Jackson and Mallory, both Democrats, made history 
when appointed assistant president pro-tem of the 
Senate and majority floor leader, respectively, at the 
beginning of the 111th session two years ago. Until 
that time, no black legislators had ever held such 
high and powerful, offices in the Ohio Legislature. 

The two veteran lawmakers are also members of the 
Senate and House Rules Committees, r tively. 
These two committees are the most po’ ul in the 
General Assembly, in that no bills can reach the 
Senate and House floor without the approval of these 
two panels. " 

While Jackson and Mallory are the highest ranking 
officers among the two blacks in the Senate and 10 in 
the House, eight of-the latter and one of the former 
hold important committee chairmanships. 

The 10th House member, Les Brown of Columbus, 
is a freshman, who, under legislative policies, is not of 
chairmanship capability. All of the black members.are 
obviously Democrats; who control both legislative 
branches. : 

Gov. James A. Rhodes added another first to his 
gubernatorial. record last. week when he appointed a 
38 year old black Cleveland Democrat to the Ohio 
Turnpike Commission, .Clarence Rogers, Jr., a 
practicing attorney for 12 years, succeeds James W. 
Shocknessy, the commission's first and only chairman 
wiio died July 15. 

Rogers, vice president of the Regional Transit 
Authority of Cleveland, will fill the unexpired term of 
Shocknessy which ends June 30, 1983. The

END OF AN ERA? 


The twelve months now drawing to a close have 
been rough ones. The depression of 1975 receded to 
recession, levels, but the selective improvement in the 
economy still left millions out of work. 

The so-call “pause” brought a halt, hopefully tem- 
porary, to the recovery. Last month official unemploy- 
ment figures were back up to over eight percent. 
Translated into real bodies, that means about 15 per- 
cent of the labor force was out of work. 

1976 was the year in which it was announced that 
the numbers of poor people increased by ten percent. 
it was a year that saw continued slack in housing 
construction, with new homes priced higher than 
most Americans can afford and older homes rising in 
price to exclude larger numbers’ of people from 

—decent housing: ee ee 

On the civil rights scene, it was a year of con- 
troversy over affirmative action programs, lessened 
enforcement of anti-discrimination laws, and signs 
further retreat on issues like busing. 

Cities continued*in-trouble, with major urban cen- 
ters like Detroit, New York and others closing schools 
and hospitals. It was a year that saw many people 
latch on to “planned shrinkage” as an urban strategy 
= kick poor people out Of the cities and bring in the 
middie class, luxury apartments and offices to replace 


them. 
Given all this, it's hard to be optimistic, but it is 
possible that we have just seen the end of a pretty 
~— bad. year, bul-css—are-orre Sh Oh ore 
_..1976, like the years preceding it, was characterized. . 
Se nas fi regreor- “Grou . 
problems. Decisions and policies were made based 
on what will produce short-term stability and not what 
will cure long-standing problems. 

The attempt to resolve race and class conflicts was 
abandoned and In its place came a concern with a 
supposed “silent majority” of middie class citizens 
that just wanted lower taxes and less government. 

That the majority was not so silent and not so 
negative became apparent in the election results. The 
electorate’s rejection of a President who was hesitant 
about inaugurating programs to deal with our 
problems is a sign that the election of 1976 was a 
mandate for federal activism to cure a.sick economy. 

Thus, 1976 was different from the years that 
preceded it in that it may mark the end of an era._ 

Whether it will in fact be the end of the era of 
benign neglect depends in large part on President- 
elect Jimmy Carter and his new Administration. Carter 
and his transition team have a plateful of choices 
before them = appointments to be made, altering 
plans for federal spending, new policies on man- 
power, health, housing and a host of others. 

As those decisions are made, we'll have a better 
idea of whether the era that brought such a wide- 
scale retreat in social ress is over. Meanwhile, 
black people, working people, and concerned citizens 
have to apply the pressure to ensure their interests 
are taken into account. 

For black people the period since the election has 

_been a time of hope, just as the years Ing It 
have been years of increased hardship. maifunc- 
tloning economy has caused erosion in the ranks of 
black business and the still too small black middie 
class, and has been catastrophic for the black poor. 

But black people will remember 1976. as the year 
black political strengths were at their highest point. 
Black votes elected the President and made a crucial 
difference in many other state and local elections. 
Thus we see how reforms of one era off in 
another, for the black vote in '76 was the direct result 
of the Voting Rights Act-of-1965._

That attitude is creeping 
back. It took a little 
nosedive. during the Ken- 
nedyJohnson days, but 
has become very bold 
lately. 

The aim of the black 
people is to want to see 
what President Elect Car- 
ter will do about them. Will 
that rule gain full weight 
that the government will 
not buy from industry that 
discriminates in employ- 
ment? 

Will, white employment 
be so willing to turn down 
black applicants under the 
new president or will they 
feel that he is keeping an 
eye wide open to correct 
unfair treatment? 

It is in these directions 
that the black man must 
concern himself about the 
new President rather than 
worry about black appoint- 
ments to high posts. The 
only gain of such an en- 
deavor is that it evidences 
possible goals for black 
aspirants. 

The President-Elect is 
not in office as of yet, so 
there is but a guess at 
what he will try to do about 
the plight of American 
people. The ‘masses of 
black people must test to 
see how they fare rather. 
than pay any attention to 
the complaints. of out- 
spoken critics who might 
be hollering just to get a 
hush-nouth- job.
